F THE first, n ig h t a t the horse show indicates anytning, Colorado Springs 
has ju st begun enjoying the g reatest exhibition of its kind ever given 
in the w est. 
Sleek horses, natty rigs, enthusiastic 
horsem en 
and 
“society” w ere all th ere la st night. 
T here w ere fully 2,000 people 
gathered around th e aren a w hen th e show began, and most of them rem ained 
until after m idnight, when the last event on the program cam e to an end. 
It. 
was a fine show and prom ises well for the next two days. 


Only one accident m arred the perform ances last night. 
In the first event, 
fnr trotters, K. M acDermid, who w as driving Susie R„ had a bad spill, and had 
It not been for his presence of mind the accident m ight have been much move 
fprimis. 
The men w ere driving around the arena a t a lively pace at the tim e 
and at the southeast corner, while Susie w as m aking the turn, the axle of 
tho road cart broke and Mr. McDermid w as throw n out. 
He held onto the 
lines and w as dragged about 50 feet. 
The horse would undoubtedly have run 
sway and m ight have collided w ith the dozen other entries had not Mr. Mac- 
Dermid held to the lines. 
As it w as the horse was stopped and the driver 
escaped' w ithout any serious injury. 


Another event n o t down on the program w as a dispute between the m an­ 
agers of th e show and the M idland band. 
The band had a contract to play 
until 11 o'clock, and w hen the m em bers w anted to quit a t th a t tim e there was 
some argum ent w hich ended w ith a truce. 
The band played until nearly 12 
o'clock. 


The first event on the program w as to have been th a t for high school 
hm-ses, but Columbus, Mr. B ernard’s fam ous stepper, was found to be lame, 
and the event w as postponed on th a t account. The roadster classes brought 
out a dozen fine entries. Mr. R ust's V iom eta was decided to be the w inner by 
the judges. Princess Reade, one of Mr. Ashbrooly's entries, was popular w ith 
the crowd and got th e red ribbon. Ju an ita w as third. 


The event for gaited saddle horses, for m ares and geldings, had to he 
judged twice, as Silver Plume, a stallio’fi, w as given second prize before the 
mistake w as discovered. 
Lim estone Belle w as the favorite w ith both the 
spectators and the judges and w as given the blue ribbon. 
She was ridden by 
E J. Sims, of this city. 
The m are is owned by Mr. W oodward, of K ansas 
City, and is w orth $3,000. 
She is the principal rival of Columbus in the high 
school class. 
Rylond, owned by J. A. Potts, of Mexico, Mo., w as aw arded the 
second prize in the saddle horse event, and Tom Bass, owned by Mr. Bernard 
this city and ridden by Tom Bass, the well known trainer, got third prize, 
aisy Dean, owned by F rank L. Smith, of Denver, was fourth. 


T he favorites did not win in the four-in-hand class, but th a t w as prin­ 
cipally because Mr. B artlett’s appointm ents w ere careless. 
Mr. Ashbrook 
'drove his fours w ith a m asterly hand, and the tally-ho and h arn ess w ere per­ 
fect. 
He w as given theT ilue ribbon. 
Colonel H ughes, of Denver, displayed 
is fine anim als and glistening vehicle to splendid advantage. 
The red ribbon 
¡went to his team and Mr. B artlett, w ith Bonnie, Lassie, Royal and Suitan, 
0 0 k third prize. 


Lim estone Belle, ridden by Mr. Sims, gave an exhibition of high school 
[work after the four-in-hand event and proved to be a great favorite. The 
imnre's stepping was fine and the applause which greeteu her was the m ost 
;enthusiastic of the show. 


The class for ponies ridden by boys and girls w as popular. 
Some of the 
youngsters rode luce .veterans. 
M aster Davis w as given first prize ann blue 
ribbons w ere also pinned on ponies ridden by A rthur N orbury and George 
Stone York. 
M arguerite Hogan, entered by D. P. Hogan, of Denver, got the 
red ribbon, and Duchess, ridden by M errill B ernard, of this city, was given 
the yellow. 


The saddle pony class, best gentlem an rider, brought out a good field. 
Joe Kenyon, on Dot, proved to be the w inner and he w as decidedly the crow d’s 
vorite.’ too. 
Dan Hogan, of Denver, rode one of his string and drew second 
prize. 
The riders w ere all am ateurs. 


The class for ladies’ driving created enthusiasm . 
The rigs, harness and 
horses w ere as trim as the drivers. 
Mrs. F rank H. Pettingell, driving a 
dapple gray to a spider rig, won first prize. 


The potato race w as exciting and the spectators seemed to be as much 
interested as th e contestants. 
The lim it for lancing the potatoes and taking 
them from one box to another w as 10 m inutes. 
Ralph K night, of K ansas 
City, got a good s ta rt and won the first prize easily. Joe Kenyon w as second. 
The riders w ere cheered throughout the race. 


In tW jum ping class the horses w ere refractory and it w as with .g reat 
difficulty that, som e of them could be m ade to take the fence. 
It w as after 
midnight when this event w as over, but m ost of the crowd stayed to see the 
spectacular jum ping of th e horses. 


Kven a t the late hour an extra event w as decided. 
It w as a class for 
four in-hands, and Dr. C. A. Holder, of Denver, had the satisfaction of seeing 
blue ribbon pinned to one of his fine leaders. 
It was hard for the judges 
to decide betw een Dr. H older's team and th a t of C hester A. A rthur, Jr., of 
this city. 


The arena w as in fine condition and th e only com plaint the spectators 
had to make was the poor lighting. Tonight th ere will be m ore lights and the 
occupants of boxes and seats tow ards the ends of the arena will have no 
trouble in viewing the exhibitions. 


The judges for the show are M ayor W right, George L. Goulding, C aptain 
French and C. A. P ratt. 


The show w as preceded by two parades. In the afternoon a num ber of the 
horses entered in th e different events w ere led o r driven through the streets 
and in the evening th e R iding and D riving club paraded. 


There will be m atinee and evening perform ances today. 
The afternoon 
exhibition will begin at 2:30 o’clock and th a t in the evening a t 8. 
The after­ 
noon classes include pony tandem s, pairs of roadsters, gaited saddle horses, 
single harness horses, pacers, runabout, harness ponies, road four-in-hands, 
ponies in harness, jum ping, single horses to trap and high school horses. 


The evening classes will be for roadsters, cham pion gaited saddle horses, 
tandems, saddle ponies, polo ponies, harness horses pairs to traps, potato race 
and sporting tandem s.

New York. Aug. 20.—The officers and 
passengers of 
the 
steam er Orizaba 
which arrved from Colon today said 
that the reports of trouble between 
V enezuela and Colombia w ere greatly 
exaggerated. 


"W e neither saw nor heard anything 
of any trouble while in the harbor,” 
said Captain Smith. 


“I did not go ashore myself, but I 
know th a t everything was peaceful 
and quiet. 
T he governm ent had put 
a few soldiers on the train s running 
across the isthm us, but th at is often 
done.” 


Col. J. R. Shaler, general superin­ 
tendent of the Panam a railroad, who 
was a passenger on the Orizaba, ridi­ 
culed the reports of battles and incur­ 
sions a t the isthm us, and said there 
was no revolution in Colombia. 
Nei­ 
th er had there beeD any interference 
w ith his road. 
He continued: 


“The fact th a t I have left Colon for 
a trip to New York is evidence th a t 
there is no disorder or trouble w hat­ 
ever a t the isthm us. 
I read of a b at­ 
tle which I know never took place. 
There w ere m any battalions engaged 
and 900 dead, but there were never 
any such forces and they never saw 
each other and nobody w as scratched. 


“People who do not understand con­ 
ditions down there take these stories 
seriously but those who are on tne 
ground do not.” 


Asked why the United S tates had 
sent w arships there he said: 


"Wei, I suppose that the consular 
officials receive startling, inform ation 


as to .w h at is going to happen and, not 
knowing th e people as we do, tak e it 
seriously and think th a t they m ust be 
on the safe side and so they report 
to W ashington and th e ships are sent 
as a m atter of course." 


H enry W illarbeam , counsel for one 
of the asphalt com panies, arrived to­ 
day on the steam er M aracaibo from 
Venezuela. 
Jlr. Beam said: 


"C aracas is quiet. 
E verything is 
proceeding as usual. 
The guarantees 
of th e constitution 
have, however, 
been suspended on account of the in­ 
vasion of Venezuelan soil according 
to inform ation received by President 
C astro to th at effect. 
W ar bulletins 
ere issued at frequent, intervals. 
Con- 
eral C astro in an interview 011 August 
10 told me. th at he had a force of 
1 (i,000 men at San Cristobal, com m and­ 
ed by his brother Celestino Castro, 
and th a t he had 10,000 other troops in 
the three border states. 
He said th at 
no option was left to him in that m at­ 
ter; th a t ho m ust protect Venezuela.

states, Merida. Trunjiiio and Tachint. 


"I am not aw are th at Dr. Rife, the 
Colombian 
m inister, in 
leaving the 
legation in the hands of the American 
charge d ’affaires had either dem anded 
received 
his passports. 
1 know, 
however, th a t ho felt it was im possible 
for him to rem ain longer and he w ent 
with the purpose of com m unicating 
w ith his governm ent. 
General Pulido. 
Ilie ex-m inister of war. who was re­ 
placed by irnnoral O uerrcra in (hr 
early p art of August, left the cabinet 


because he could not approve of W3r 
with Colombia. 


“Mv source of inform ation as to the 
reported Colombian invasion is the 
statem ent made by General Castro as 
above. 
The 
im pression 
I received 
from my interview w ith P resident Cas­ 
tro was th at he was fully determ ined 
to continue' adm inistering the affairs 
of V enezuela 
aluug 
the- 
lines indicated by his recent actions.” 


Copies of P resident C astro's official 
organ published at C aracas which were 
brought here on the M aracaibo today 
contain a proclam ation from the pres­ 
ident. in which lie calls "the V enezue­ 
lan p atriots” to "rejoice as our flag 
stream s in trium ph over the Colom­ 
bian frontier. 
The enemy has lied, 
the victory is ours. 
On the field of 
battle fell 800 bodies of the rebels, 
their artillery abandoned, many taken 
prisoners and their banners torn." 


This proclam ation was issued after 
the battle of San Cristobal and is 
dated August 8. Of the sam e date and 
at the same place (San Cristobal) an­ 
other proclam ation issued by General 
Celestino C astro reads in part: 


"General Gonzales Valencia has re­ 
turned to invade us by the way of San 
Kostina, probably, although he has 
concealed his m ovem ent as much as 
possible. 
T hinking that possibly his 
advance m ight be on Colon (Tachlra) 
I gave orders to General Ruben C ar­ 
denas In order that with his battalions 
he m ight meet the enemy at l.acum bre 
where I judge enemy would have mad 
their advance.”

Springfield, Mo., Aug. 10.—A fter all 
the conflicting stories from P ierce City 
have been sifted it develops th a t three 
negroes lost, their lives there as a re­ 
sult of the m urder of Gazelle Wild. 


The d ead : 
WILLIAM GODLEY. hanged from 
the porch of the Law rence hotel and 
his body riddled with bullets. 


FRENCH GODLEY. grandfather of 
W illiam Godlev, shot in his own house. 


P ETE HAMPTON, burned in his 
own house but probably shot before 
the Are. 


Eugene B arrett, also known as C ar­ 
ter, in a confession w hile a rope was 
around his neck, accused Joe Lark, 
a Frisco porter, of be'ing im plicated 
in the crim e and Lark was arrested to­ 
day in this city. 
This afternoon he 
gave a detailed statem ent as to his 
w hereabouts Sunday and he is be­ 
lieved to be not guilty. 
Some here 
think th a t B arrett told any story in 
order to save his life. 


The funeral of M iss Wild took place 
today and w as w itnessed by several 
thousand people. 
P ierce City is near 
the junction of four divisions of the 
Frisco, and tra in s from all directions 
brought in large num bers of arm ed 
men bent on bloodshed if necessary. 
W hen the mob last night w ent to the 
section of th e city occupied by the 
negroes some one in the cabins opened 
fire but no one w as hit. 
The mob 
then destroyed the settlem ent but the 
financial loss Is not great. 
Reckless 
firing broke several plate glass win­ 
dows and a tra in w as fired Into. 


The rifles taken from the Pierce 
City m ilitary company, it is expected, 
will all be returned. 
M embers of the 
com pany them selves w ere out hunting 
for th e escaping negroes w ith rifles, 
and this suggested the idea of taking 
all the guns.

stores sold out (heir arm s early hut 
several applications from negroes were 
refused. 
The mob w'as composed of a 
thousand or m ore and no m asks w ere 
used. 
T hirty 
negro 
fam ilies w ere 
driven from th eir homes. 
Many of 
the negroes who fled from the city are 
hiding In the surrounding woods, while 
others have gone g reater distances in 
seeking safety. 


It is now believed th a t W ill Godley, 
who w as lynched, w as not the real 
culprit. 
Citizens say th a t negroes will 
not be perm itted to live here in the 
future and th a t th e few negroes not 
already expelled, a few railw ay por­ 
ters, respectable 
persons, 
will be 
obliged to go. 


The cause of all the bloodshed was 
the killing of M iss Wild Sunday as she 
was returning to her home one mile 
in the country, after attending church 
in town. 
She started home alone, her 
b rother lingering behind. 
About one 
m ile from town th e brother found her 
with h er th ro at cut lying lifeless near 
a culvert under which h er assailant 
had attem pted to drag her. 
Evidence 
of a terrib le struggle w as shown. 
A 
copper-colored negro w as seen sitting 
on the bridge a short tim e before the 
tragedy occurred. 
It is supposed th a t 
th e negro sprang upon her when she 
was passing, and attem pted to force 
h er beneath th e bridge. 
She fought 
w ith such desperation th a t he could 
not accom plish his purpose and ho 
cut h er th ro a t in the struggle.

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THE TOURISTS AND CRIPPLE CREEK. 


U 


NDER the head “The Swine of Colorado Springs,” 
the Cripple Creek Star reiterates the charges 
made by the Times-Citizen that the people of 
Colorado Springs have endeavored to cut short 
the stay of visitors in the Cripple Creek district, and 
that strangers about to v isit Cripple Creek have been 
warned that decent accommodations could not be had 
there at a reasonable price. 


Such accusations are utterly false, unkind and un­ 
called for, and the Gazette is greatly surprised that such 
newspapers as the Times-Citizen and the Star would 
permit such slanders to be perpetrated upon the people 
of Colorado Springs. 


As a m atter of fact there has been throughout this 
summer a notable disposition on the part of all the 
people of this city to advise all our visitors to visit 
Cripple Creek. 
This has been done for two reasons: 
first, because the ride over the railroads is one of the 
most pleasurable to be found anywhere in this country, 
and because Cripple Creek is itself a wonder not only 
of natural wealth but of m an’s industry and enterprise; 
and second, because our people have been quick to rec­ 
ognize 
the 
value 
of 
Cripple 
Creek, in an era of 
low fares and quick transit, as a most valuable addition 
to the attractions of this region. 


Far from advising our visitors to stay away from 
Cripple Creek or to m ake their stay there short, we have 
taken every opportunity both in the newspapers and in 
private conversation to tell everybody that a visit to 
Colorado w as 
utterly 
incom plete 
without a trip to 
Cripple Creek and that the wonders of the great gold 
camp could not possibly be seen to advantage in a 
single day. 


W hat som e of the Cripple Creek newspapers object to 
chiefly is the presence of the luncheon-box tourists. 
We 
hear again the story of the man who asked permission 
of a restaurant keeper to eat the lunch he Drought with 
him, at the restaurant table and of the woman who wants 
to borrow a stove to heat th e coffee she has in a bottle. 
T hese things are new in Cripple Creek, but Colorado 
Springs knows them of old, ever since the first low-rate 
excursion came westward across the plains, and we could 
match them w ith a dozen other stories equally as good. 
W e have seen our railw ay station grounds, our parks 
and even our sidew alks littered with lunch boxes and 
fragm ents, we have had our experiences of visitors who 
have lived not for hours but for days on imported corn- 
bread and col<J chicken, and our restaurant men, hotel 
keepers and merchants have complained as rome of the 
people at Cripple Creek are doing over the perversity, the 
poverty and the cheek of the cheap-rate tourists. 


In so far as the com plaints of the Cripple Creek papers 
against the people of Colorado Springs are sincere, they 
are utterly unjust. 
Colorado Springs is doing all that it 
can to build up and to promote the tourist business in the 
Cripple Creek district, because it is manifestly for our 
interest to do so. 
It would be quite as unreasonable to 
keep visitors away from Cripple Creek or to advise them 
to shorten their stay there as it would be to build a 
high fence w est of this city and to deny them access 
to Manitou, the canons and Pike's Peak. 


If, however, from some motive that the Gazette does 
not understand the Cripple Creek papers are striving to 
stir up feeling against Colorado Springs on the part of the 
people of the Cripple Creek district, they are doing a 
very poor service to their constituents. 
The Gazette, for 
one, will not be a party to any such controversy. 
The 
interests of the two communities are too closely allied 
and their people are now1'too friendly to permit such an 
attem pt to succeed, and the people of Colorado Springs 
and its newspapors will continue to do all that they can 
for Cripple Creek, whether it be in mining, in the tourist 
business or in anything else that, concerns the welfare 
of the two counties and the promotion and development 
of their common interests. 


WHY TRAIN ROBBERS SUCCEED. 


T 


HE NEW YORK TRIBUNE in commenting on the 
recent train robbery in 
Oklahoma, 
expresses 
surprise that a train robber should be able 
to 
hold up an entire car load or train load of pass­ 
engers, and that in a section of the country where re­ 
volvers are supposed to be carried by every traveler and 
“bad men" to be the rule rather than the exception. 


It is probable that revolvers are not so common an 
article of wearing apparel 
in the w est as our 
eastern 
friends are taught to believe, and besides that it is not 
always the "bad man” who is most to be relied on for 
an exhibition of personal bravery in an emergency. 


But the principal reason why train robbers are suc­ 
cessful is because they are prepared and have a plan 
while the passengers are entirely at a loss to know what 
is coming next or what is the character of the men with 
wnom they have to deal. And the second important rea­ 
son is that in the mind of the average traveler no good 
reason exists why he should imperil his life in order to 
defend the property of the railroad company or his fel­ 
low travelers. 


The man who suddenly appears at the end of a car 
with a mask over his face and a pistol in each hand may 
be Black Jack the outlaw or Billy Bings the plowboy. Un­ 
fortunately he is not accompanied by any certificate of 
identification except the sixshooters aforesaid. 
If he is 
a genuine desperado it probably means a quick death to 
anyone who attempts to interfere with his business; if 
he is a farm hand turned' desperado he is quite as likely 
to kill somebody in the indiscriminate shooting that would 
ensue an attempt to resist his demands by force. 
There 
are comparatively few men, even in a region where pistoi 
practice is common who possess tne skill necessary to 
shoot a robber in a thickly tenanted car without hurt­ 
ing anyone else. 
And that is the reason why the aver­ 
age passenger who encounters the train robber lo r the 
first time, and very few ever have a second experience,' 
devotes what wits he has to concealing his property, and 
thinks not at all of a duel with the robber or of shooting 
him in the back after he has passed. 


Occasionally an express messenger or mail clerk, of 
unusual courage succeeds in driving away a robber or 
even killing one. but the chances of such a game are 
against the faithful employe, and while the public ap­ 
plauds his b rav e ry and the railway com pany in apt lo gn « 
him substantial recognition his example finds few imita­ 
tors. 


In fact the public is too much inclined to look upon 
a train robbery as a controversy between the robbers and 
the railway or express company in which the passen­ 
gers are only indirectly concerned. 
To this conclusion 
th robbers them selves have contributd by their usual 
practice of refraining from interference with the passen­ 
gers or with the United States mail. 
The purpose of the 
passengers is to provoke as little attention as possible, 
and to trust to the detectives for the proper punishmen' 
of the crime. 


A different spirit might be commendable, but it does 
not exist. 
The average citizen, whether he be from New 
York, Texas or California sees no particular reason why 
he should expose his life in order to defend the interest 
of the particular ralway company on whose line he hap­ 
pens to be traveling and trusts to luck to get out of the 
scrape with as little loss as possible. 


A different spirit would make train robbery impossi­ 
ble, at the cost probably of some innocent lives, hut tho 
different spirit does not exist in any part of the United 
States that the Gazette knows of.

OIL PROSPECTING AT COLORADO CITY. 
T 


HE PROPOSITION to maice a more thorough in­ 
vestigation of the possibilities of oil and gas at 
Colorado City is one that deserves commenda­ 
tion and encouragement. 
Some of our local 
capitalists could not do better than to devote a reason­ 
able sum to the effort to find out what actually lies below 
the surface in this region. 


Some time ago two w ells were sunk at Colorado City, 
one near the creek not far from the Midland shops and 
the other in the east central part of the town. 
In both 
these w ells a strong flow of gas was encountered, and the 
conditions were such as to encourage further prospecting. 
It was due entirely to lack of capital and not to lack of 
confidence that the promoters of these w ells did not 
continue their operations. 


Not long ago the Gazette published a communication 
from Prof. Arthur Lakes, a well-known geologist, in which 
he spoke m ost encouragingly of the surface prospects of 
this region and urged that a deep w ell be sunk for pros­ 
pecting purposes. 
According to Professor Lakes there 
is a good chance of finding oil, gas or mineral water here. 
Although there is no certainty, of course, that we would 
find anything, there ought to be found enough people 
here who are w illing to take chances “on a flyer.” 
Colo­ 
rado City has the first call, however, both because her 
people are already in the field for this enterprise and 
because the geological conditions are such that the nec­ 
essary information can be gained at a much less depth 
there than it could be further out on the plains. 


We hope, therefore, that the Colorado City people will 
be successful in raising the capital necessary to make 
their experiment and that a thorough test will be made, 
not to find if gas is there, since we know that already— 
but to determine the value of tho Colorado City natural 
gas field, and whether oil or artesian water may be 
found beneath that city.

$65 steel range is offered to the couple to be mar­ 
ried on the fair grounds. 


The state fair is already assured of success and no 
county of the state can afford to be without, representa­ 
tion there. 
There will undoubtedly be a large attend­ 
ance from this city and it will be all the more numerous 
because our people have net forgotten the great interest 
taken in our Quarto-centennial celebration by the people 
of Pueblo and the largo delegation that came here from 
that city.

G am b etta an d L ord D erby, and also of 
D israeli, w ho once said : 
“W h a t If the 
volcano should forget, and th e snow be 
tu rn e d into la v a ? ” 


S candal in his p riv a te life—of a very 
serious so rt, th re a te n e d his u sefulness, 
an d he resigned office, b u t he could 
not be sp ared , and his retire m en t from 
p olitical life w as brief. In 1882 he alone 
am ong Ita lia n p o litician s in sisted on co­ 
o p eratio n w ith E n g lan d in E g y p t: and 
In 1886 he a g ain en tered th e c ab in et of 
D epretls, his old an ta g o n ist, an d reaped 
his rew ard in the succession a s prem ier, 
by his use of all th e political m ach in ery 
w hich he h ad decried a s im m oral. H is 
whole devotion a s p rim e m in iste r wras 
given to his d u ties of th e en larg em en t 
of Ita ly 's im p o rtan ce, and to him w as 
duo, m ore th an to an y o th er Influence, 
the e n tra n c e of Ita ly upon th e policy 
w hich rccclved sc. severe a setb ack a t

of A byssinia. 
H is little piece of ch ican ery , in in se rt­ 
ing

w o rd s w hich w ore in te rp re ted to m ean 
th a t th e k ing “agreed to u se” th e I ta l­ 
ian k ingdom as a m edium of co m m uni­ 
catio n w ith th e pow ers, recoiled upon 
him self. 
In 1S90 he w as a t th e su m m it 
of his pow er. 
P re sid e n t of th e p riv y 
council, m in iste r of the in terio r, m in ­ 
iste r of foreign affaics.—the kingdom 
w as in his h ands.

said of him by experienced ob serv ers: 
" T h a t C rispi is th e m an of the d ay and 
of the tim e in Ita ly is beyond doubt. 
F earless, rap id , p erfectly u p rig h t in all 
public financial m atters, a m an of the 
w orld an d of society, he is th e only 
s ta te sm a n now to be found to fill his 
m ost difficult and th o rn y po st." 
F o r 
Ita ly w as th en in th e m id st of its deep­ 
est financial and m ilita ry m isfo rtu n es. 


B u t th ere rap id ly sw ep t on to the 
m om ent of exp o su re a w ave of gross 
co rru p tio n w hich w as to sw am p F r a n ­ 
cesco C rispi beyond redem ption. 
T he 
clim ax of m any ru m o rs an d o f m an y 
scan d als cam e w hen all a t once the 
b an k of N aples, th e b an k of Sicily, th e 
b an k of Rom e, and o th er financial in ­ 
stitu tio n s of th e p rin cip al ra n k w en t 
dow n in hopeless insolvency. 
In each 
case the ru in w as proved to h av e re ­ 
su lted from the e x to rtio n s of th e poli­ 
tician s and officials, and n early all of 
th is evil w ork of b lackm ail an d p lu n ­ 
d er w as done u n d er C risp i's ad m in is­ 
tra tio n . and a larg e p a rt of it in such 
w ise th a t he could not be relieved of 
th e bu rd en of p rofiting by it. 
H e h im ­ 
self asserted th a t he had used m oney 
from th ese b an k s for th e se cre t se r­ 
vice fund of th e kingdom , an d fo r elec­ 
tion ex penses an d th e su b sid izin g of 
new spapers.

A nd th e ev en t recalls th e w o rst b lem ­ 
ishes on C risp i's c h a ra c te r, for w hile 
th e c areer of th e po litician w ho is a t 
th e sam e tim e a p a trio t excuses m uch, 
n o th in g excu ses his tre a c h ery to the 
w ife of his y o uth.

How the Philippines Are Governed. 


T aking one consideration w ith another, 
and assum ing to speak w ith some degree 
of authority, it m ay be said th at the 
governm ent devised for the Philippine is­ 
lands, so far as it relates to th e civilized 
natives, is entirely analogous to the sy s­ 
tem now In successful operation in the 
D istrict of Colum bia, w ith the single ex­ 
ception, which is entirely notew orthy, i at 
the people of M anila will exercise t..e 
right of suffrage, w hile those in W ash­ 
ington are getting along very well w ith­ 
out it. 
The city of W ashington today is 
governed by three com m issioners, all of 
them appointed by th e president, and re­ 
movable a t his discretion.' T hey control 
the fire 
departm ent, 
the 
police, 
the 
schools, 
the system 
of taxation, 
the 
cleaning of the streets, the regulation of 
th e public health, and, in fact, every­ 
thing which is conducted w ith m uch more 
Irtctlon by the cum bersom e m achinery 
bf the average city. 
People who have 
lived for years In W ashington, a fte r hav­ 
ing been residents of o ther cities, assert 
i»llh g reat positiveness th a t the capital 
is beyond ail question th e b est governed 
targ e m unicipality in th e U nited States. 
F o r the Philippines, the president has 
thought to devise a cen tral governm ent 
consisting of a few officials directly re ­ 
sponsible to him. They, in th eir turn, will 
create subordinate governm ents w ith the 
sam e degree of direct responsibility. Tho 
system secures the flexibility w hich Is ab ­ 
solutely necessary to he creation of a new 
governm ent out of bucIi decidedly raw 
m aterial, 
i t secures to G overnor T aft 
th e necessary independence of Initiative, 
b u t am ply provides for th e protection of 
th e people against a rb itra ry action. Mili­ 
ta ry governm ent, how ever ■wisely conduct­ 
ed, is generally a b ru p t In its operation, 
and Inevitably disliked, because it is an 
a ttem p t by m ilitary force to secure action 
on lines which are essentially civil. 
A 
m ilitary order is frequently both legis­ 
lative an d - judicial, a s well 
a s 
exec­ 
u tiv e.. I t prescribes «. ru le of action, ex­ 
ecutes Its own law. and then constitute» 


Itself a court of last resort as to w hether 
the law has been properly executed.

Inherent 
abruptness of m ilitary 
power 
that President McKinley was so anxious 
to establish a civil governm ent suited to 
the needs of the people.-(F rom •’Governor 
T aft and Our Philippine Poiicv,” by R ay­ 
mond Patterson, in the Am erican M onthly 
Review of Reviews for August.

The Irish Language. 


Our language is tho only thing th at 
rem ains to us a fte r the struggles of 
centuries. 
Our liberty and our own land 
have been taken from us. 
W hile th at 
language rem ains it will ever act as a 
M asonic bond to link a people whom mls- 
govornm ent has exiled all over the globe, 
and who would otherw ise be lost in the 
m ultitude and lost to their country. Our 
national poet has said: "The language 
ot a nation’s youth is the only easy 
and full speech for Its m anhood, and 
for Its age, and when the language of its 
cradle goes, itself craves a tom b.” 
And 
again: "A nation should guard its lan ­ 
guage m ore th an its territories—’tls a 
su rer b arrier and a stronger frontier th an 
fortress or river.” 


The language and the mind of Ire ­ 
land m utually reacted upon each other. 
W hile the language w as In the first in­ 
stance the product, the growth, of the 
Irish mind, leaving on its idioms and 
form s of expression distinct cnaracter- 
tstics of the m inds which evolve it, the 
minds of future generations or Irishm en 
were shaped and developed by the lan ­ 
guage, 
by 
its 
expressive beauty, 
its 
prayerful and 
religious tendencies, 
its 
m ystic charm s; they grew in the natural 
order, founing, each one, a link in the 
chain of national development, each the 
Inheritor of the wisdom, the culture, and 
refinem ent nf those preceding, each draw ­ 
ing from the store house of the past; 
and thus has been developed, not In one 
generation, but by slow degrees, through 
nearly twenty centuries, the Irish mind 
and the Irish language. 
Tho Irish mind 
was, even in pagan tim es, essentially 
religious, chaste, and Idealistic, docile, du­ 
tiful to parents, passionately loyal w heth­ 
er to early chief or heavenly king, self- 
sacrificing nnd unselfish—a titling soil on 
which to sow tho seeds of C hristianity, 
a soil which has brought rea! enduring 
fruit, not Its semblance, or the blossom, 
to decay on the appearance of the storm 
of self-interest or self-indulgence. 
T hat 
mind, w ith its sim plicity, its sincerity, 
and its devotion to the cause nf religion, 
has come down tn ns urist-.iivird, ii-. a 
language which today, In the w ilderness 
of irreligion, m oral depravity, selfishness, 
and m am m on-w orship, speaks only of tho 
beauty of a simple life, relating tale after 
tale to exemplify the w orth of self-sacri- 
lice, of chastity and purity. 
Our lan ­ 
guage breathes of the time when men 
and nations were younger, more beauti­ 
ful, and less m aterialized than they are 
today.—(From 
"The Gaelic Revival 
in

“James finished his public school 
education early so as to become an 
earning factor in the family.

OPINION DIVIDED AS TO 


GRAVITYOF SITUATION 


New York, Aug. 20.—The officers and 


passengers of the steamer Orizaba 
which arrred from Colon today said 
that the reports of trouble between 
Venezuela and Colombia were greatly 
exaggerated. 
{ 
"We neither saw nor heard anything 


of any trouble while in the harbor," 
said Captain Smith. 


"I did not go ashore myself,.but I 


know that everything was peaceful 
and quiet. The government had put 
a few soldiers on the trains running 
across the isthmus, but that is often 
done." 


-Col. J. R. Shaler, general superin- 


tendent of the Panama railroad, who 
was a passenger on ths Orizaba, ridi- 
culed the reports of battles and incur- 
sions at the Isthmus, and'said there 
•was no revolution In Colombia. Nei- 
ther had.there been any Interference 
with his road.. He continued : 


"The fact that I have left Colon for 


a trip to New York Is evidence that 
there is no disorder or trouble what- 
ever at the Isthmus. 1 read of a bat- 
tle which I know never took place. 
There were many battalions engaged 
and 900 dead, but there were never 
any such forces and they never saw 
each other and nobody was scratched. 
"People who do not understand con- 


ditions down there take these; stories 
seriously but those who' are on tne 
ground do not." 
I Asked why the United States had 
sent warships there he said: 


"Wei, I suppose that the consular 


officials receive startling, information 


as to .what is going to happen and, not 
knowing the people as we do, take it 
seriously and think that they must be 
on the safe side and so they report 
to Washington and the ships are sent 
as a matter of course."

a. culvert, under which her assailant 
had, attempted to drag her. Evidence 
of a-terrible struggle was shown. A 
copper;CQlored negro was seen sitting 
on the bridge a short time before the 
tragedy/occurred. It is supposed that 
the negro .sprang upon her when she 
was passing, and attempted to force 
her 'beneath the bridge. 
She fought 
Vith such; desperation that he could 
not accomplish his purpose and ha 
cut her throat in the struggle. Her 
body 'was not violated. On Monday 
bloodhounds were taken, to the scene 
and the girl's bloody handkerchief 
was laid before them. They immedi- 
ately caught the trail and ran with 
full speed to the home of Joe Lark, 
where on being admitted they pushed 
Into the bedroom and sprang upon the 
bed.

Prevailing Opinion Now In Regard to 


Steel Strike. 


BOTH SIDES ARE DETERMINED 


Talk of Settlement Is No Longer 


Credited—Union Officials Pleased 


With Developments. 


Plttsburg, Aug. 20.—Following the 


rapid moves of yesterday on either 
side of the great steel strike there 
was a lull today and neither side tock 
decisive action. The contest appears 
to be settling down into a determined 
struggle, in which neither aide -will 
acknowledge defeat while there is hope 
left. 


Joseph Bishop, the Ohio arbitrator, 


appeared her© again today, but both 
sides promptly repudiated the sug- 
gestion that another move for peace 
was being considered. 


The steel managers succeeded in 


starting the last idle mill at the Clark 
plant and are evidently planning a 
series of extensions at every point 
where there is a chanco of success. 
They will probably start the Star tin 
mills In this city,and Increase the 
force at the Lindsay and McCutcheon 
mills. An Interesting feature of the 
flght at the latter mill is contributed 
by the claim of the strikers that Mrs. 
Fred Baugh, wife of the superintend- 
ent, 
Is escorting tho strlko breakers 


to and from the mill.. She has always 
been very popular with the mill men 
and the pickets say they would rather 
face a regiment of soldiers than do 
anything improper in her presence. 
They say that in 
peace times she 


nursed their families and that they 
cannot interfere with her or the men 
she escorts. The steel managers are 
also arranging for more men for the 
Painter and Monessen mills. 


Veryl Preston, representing Presi- 


dent Schwab, was here today and con- 
ferred with leading officials of the 
companies federated in the steel cor- 
poration. Mr. Preston and tho officials 
whom he met would not talk for pub- 
lication.

SHORT IN ACCOUNTS 


WITH SWIFT & CO. 


New York, Aug. IS.—The whereabouts 


of John T. Hayden, the missing secre- 
tary-treasurer of the New York branch 
of Swift & Co., remained a, mystery to- 
day and tonight. Hayden disappeared 
last Tuesday after he had turned Ms 
books over to John Chaplin, an auditor 
in the Chicago offices of Swift & Co., 
who had come east to make one of his 
periodical Inspections of the firm's ac- 
counts. Mr. Chaplin had gone but a 
little way in his work when lie dis- 
covered that the accounts were short 
several thousand dollars. 
A warrant 
has been sworn out for Hayden, and 
detectives are looking for him. A war- 
rant was issued on a complaint framed 
on the accusation that Hayden had ap- 
propriated $10,000 which he obtained by 
one check drawn upon the company's 
account. 


Mr. Chaplin when seen at his hotel 
tonight.^ eald: 


"The amount of the embezzlement Is 
between $10,000 and 520,000. It will hot 
exceed the later figure although we 
have not completed our investigations. 
It will probably take all of this week 
to get things straightened out. The 
thofts have been going on since the 
first of August. We have no clew ns 
to the whereabouts of Hayden. 
How 


he came to take the money I do not 
know, though I have heard since com- 
ing here last week that he was In the 
habit of betting upon the races. I can- 
not say. however, that this is true, 
"Hayden had authority as treasurer 


to sign all checks that were drawn 
in the name of the firm. He drew 
checks upon the various banks here 
in which the corporation had deposits 
and then took these checks and de- 
posited them in his own bank to his 
own account. When he wanted money 
he drew against the checks which he 
had deposited to his own acount. He 
was receiving a large salary. Hayden 
was under bond and the company will 
not lose a.dollar."

According to Major Howard, the cases 
due to the mosquito infection, prior to 
the latest two were light; but the mat- 
ter has 'assumed a more dangerous 
form than the first' experiments led 
the yellow fever commission to expect.

The Unification of Our Railroad 
Systems. 


How far Is the concentration of the con- 
trol 'of American railways to BO? If the 
question. does not contain any limit of 
time, It may be answered! that tha eco- 
nomic advantages -of absolute unification 
of the- control are so great that It may 
be expected that the movement will not 
cease until unification''has been com- 
pletely accomplished. Such unification Is, 
however, very far In the future. At pres- 
ent, what Is clearly Indicated is the ulti- 
mate grouping of t..e lines which serve 
certain regions. Not many decades can 
probably elapse before the lines south of 
:he Potomac and Ohio rivers and-east of 
:ho Mississippi, with the possible excep- 
tion of those mainly engaged in carrying 
irralh from the northwestern states to the 
Gulf of Mexico, are combined. Later a 
combination of theveast and west lines, 
'.rom the Atlantic to the grain producing 
regions and north of the Potomac and 
Dhlo rivers, 'may be expected. Another 
irobable line of concentration will affect 
the lines connecting the Mississippi river 
with the Pacific coast, and this may at 
Irst take the form of'two separate sys- 
:ems, one north and the other south of 
the Missouri-Iowa, state lino. The most 
spectacular of all propositions, • and that 
most frequently announced in the dally 
press, Is tho least likely. There -will be 
no line under one management from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific coast. Such a 
combination would Introduce the very 
competition that it is the purpose of the 
eaders of the railway world to prevent 
Hallway corporations and banking syndi- 
cates may seek extraterritorial Influence, 
or may feel tlie necessity of saining 
strategic footholds; but there will be no 
lomblnatlon of railways situated, respect- 
ully, east ana west of the line1 formed, 
by the Mississippi river from Its mouth 
0 St. Louis, and running: from that point 
p Chicago, until the territorial combinn- 
lons suggested have been effected. Even 
hese may be long deferred by the diffi- 
culty of adjusting conflicting Interests 
anirtne fact that the conditions, which 
at the present time are BO extremely fa- 
vorable to railway combinations, are not.

OIL PROSPECTING AT COLORADO CITY. 


HE .PROPOSITION to maKe a more thorough In- 
vestigation of the possibilities of oil and gas at 
Colorado City Is one ; that deserves commcnda- 
.tlon and encouragement.

^capitalists could not do better than to devote a reason- 
"''Saljle sum to the effort to find out what actually lies below 
/V*tfie surface in this region. 
* 


Some time ago two wells were sunk at Colorado City, 


''- one near the creek not far from the Midland shops and 
i the other in the east central part of the town, . In both 
.' these wells a strong flow of gas was encountered, and the 
/conditions were such as to encourage further prospecting. 


It was due entirely to lack of capital and not to lack of 
.confidence that the promoters of these wells did not 
continue their operations. 
, 


Not long ago the Gazette published a communication 


from Prof.. Arthur Lakes, a well-known geologist, in which 
he spoke most encouragingly of the surface prospects of 
this region and urged that a deep well be sunk for pros- 


, pectlng purposes. According to Professor Lakes there 


is a good chance of finding oil, gas or mineral water here. 
Although there is no certainty, of course, that we would 
find anything, there ought to be found enough people 
here who are willing to take chances "on a flyer," Colo- 
rado City has the first call, however, both because her 
pepple are already In the field for this enterprise and 
because the geological conditions are such that the nec- 
essary information can be gained at a much less depth 
there than it could be further out on the plains. 


Wo hope, therefore, that the Colorado City people will 


be successful in raising-the capital necessary to make 
their 'experiment and that a thorough test will be made, 
not to find if gas is there, since we know that already— 
but to determine the value of tho Colorado City natural 
gas field, and whether oil or artesian water may be 


• found beneath that city.

WHY TRAIN ROBBERS SUCCEED. 


T1 
HE NEW YORK TRIBUNE in commenting on the 


recent train robbery In Oklahoma, expresses 
surprise that a train robber should be able to 
hold up an entire car load or train load of pass- 


engers, and that in a section of the country where re- 
volvers are supposed to be. carried by every traveler and 
"bad men" to be tho rule rather than the exception. 


It is probable that revolvers are not so common an 


article of wearing apparel, In the west as our eastern 
friends are taught to believe, and besides that It is not 
always the "bad man" who is most to be relied on for 
an exhibition of personal bravery in an emergency. 
'' But the principal reason why train robbers are suc- 
cessful is because they are prepared'and have a plan 
while the passengers are entirely at a loss to know what 
Is coming next or what is the character of the men with 
wnom they have to deal. And the second Important rea- 
son Is that In the mind of the average traveler no good 
reason exists why he should imperil his life in order to 
defend the property of the railroad company or his fel- 
low travelers. 


The man who suddenly appears at the end of a car 


with a mask over his face and a pistol in each hand may 
be Black Jack the outlaw or Billy Bings the plowboy. Un- 
fortunately he is not accompanied by any certificate of 
Identification except the slxshooters aforesaid. If he Is 
a genuine desperado it probably means a quick death to 
anyone who attempts to Interfere with his business; If 
he is a farm; hand turned* desperado he Is quite as likely 
to kill somebody in the Indiscriminate shooting that would 
ensue an attempt to resist his demands by force. There 
are comparatively few men, even in a region where pistol 
practice Is common who possess the skill necessary to 
shoot a robber in a tfiickly tenanted car without hurt- 
ing anyone else. And that Is the reason why the aver- 
age passenger who encounters the train robber lor ihe 
first time, and very few ever have a second experience,' 
devotes what wits he has to concealing his property, and 
thinks not at all of a duel with the robber or of shooting 
him In the back after he has passed. 


Occasionally an express messenger or mall clerk, of 


unusual courage succeeds in driving away a robber or 
even killing one, but the chances of such a game are 
against the faithful employe, and while the public ap- 
plauds his bravery and the railway company Is apt to give 
him substantial recognition his example finds few Imita- 
tors. 


In fact the public Is too much inclined to look upon 


a train robbery as a controversy between the robbers and 
the railway or express company in which the passen- 
gers are only Indirectly concerned. To this conclusion 
th robbers themselves have contributd by their usual 
practice of refraining from Interference with the passen- 
gers or with the United States mail. The purpose of the 
passengers is to provoke as little 'attention as possible, 
and to trust to the detectives for the proper punlshmen< 
of the crime. 
, 


A different spirit might be commendable, but It does 


not exist. . The average citizen, whether he be from New 
York, Texas or California sees no particular reason why 
he should expose his life in order to defend the interest 
of the particular ralway company on whose line he hap- 
pens to be traveling and trusts to luck to get out of the 
scrape with as little loss as possible. 


A different spirit would make train robbery Impossi- 


ble, at the cost probably of some Innocent lives, but the 
different spirit does'-npt exist in any part of the United 
States that the Gazette knows of.

THE BATTLE TO BEAT TAMMANY. 


(By Hon. James O'Brien, Leader of New York City Democracy.) 
If all the political forces antagonistic to Tammany Hall and desirous of secur- 
ing better government for the second city In the world can be united on one can- 
didate for mayor within the next six weeks there can be no question of hia 
election. That candidate should be. an independent Democrat, belonging to the

Not In a long time has the feeling tvl.thlh' the Democratic party against Tam- 
many, I mean the ring which controls that organization, been so bitter as It 
is at the present time. It pervades air classes, from the day laborer up to the 
most eminent men in the community. The terrible exposures of all manner of 
criminal rascality that have been hiade during the last ninety days halve ex- 
asperated them agnlnst Croker and his .itrimedlate henchmen. They do not wish 
to see Tammany utterly destroyed; but .they desire to see thse men driven, from 
it so that it can be cleansed of (he foulness that now exists there. 
: 
The best Interests of the city de&iarid that it.should not be exclusively In the 
hands of one political party. The patronage Is too enormous to be concentrated 
In a few hands and distributed among the adherents of a single organization. 
In my opinion the great offices arid departments should be divided as evenly as 
possible between all parties. Under that system one becomes a check on the other, 
and the opportunity for corrupt collusion Is taken away. This most desirable 
condition of affairs can be brought about In 1902.if wisdom rules the councils of 
the antl-Tammanyltes this fall. If npt. why, Tammany will win and the con^ 
dltlon of affairs a year hence wlll.be infinitely worse than It is at the present 
time, and that is the worst we have ever known. By comparison with the 
Tammany of today, the Tammany' of Tweed was respectable. 
The chance to secure better government is Infinitely better now than It 
was when Col. Strong was nominated. It will be little short of criminal not 
tc seize It and give the city decent government. So far as I can see, the outlook 
for a union ticket Is bright and most assuring. Nearly all the organizations, 
that Is, their leaders and representatives, are working together harmoniously, 
perfecting their plans and providing for all contingencies. If Tammany: is 
beaten this year, to no man will more credit be.due than to Senator Platt. 


HOW TO ENDjlNlHJStRIf L WARS. 


(By John P. Foley, Editor of> "The Jeffersonlan Cyclopedia."). 
At the present time the vital question demanding for Its solution the highest 
statesmanship, the most profound wisdom ind the loftiest patriotism is the pre- 
vention of those gigantic convulsions. Iti tfie industrial world arising out of the 
Inevitable differences between capital and labor. It should not be made a party 
question. Under the new .system, -Which is'only imlts infancy, of the combina- 
tion pf fabulous accumulations ot capital and the concentration in groups, called 
trusts, of the great productive forces of i the country, destructive of all compe- 
tition, except in a few isolated cases,; these '•conflicts threaten unhappily to be 
far more numerous in the future than'they have been in the past. Under 
the old competitive conditions, which 'have passed into history, struggles of 
this character in the great manufacturing establishments were, as a rule, merely 
local. Seldom, except in the case of a great railroad, did they extend beyond 
the limits of the municipality in which they had arisen. 'The great Hotnestead 
strike was an illustration of this fact. The warfare was between a single em- 
ploying company and Its own men. Mills In thlb line of business were not 
affected and the Industrial forces .were not disturbed except to a very limited 
extent. Now, all Is different. The steel trust dbriilnates the vast department of 
eteer production, and believes, at least It Is acting on the belief, that it is Inde- 
pendent of Its employes. Its power Is almost omnipotent. Take the case of the 
McKeesport mill. McKeesport is a thriving town near Pittsburg, with a pop- 
ulation of some 25,000 people. The overwhelming-majority of Its Inhabitants 
sympathized with the discontented worklngmen in one.of the mills of the steel 
trust. That was the honest verdict of the jury of the vicinage. This expression 
of opinion by a small American city gave such dire offense to the trust that, 
when the chartered combine heard of It, out from Its headquarters in New York, 
went by telegraph or by telephone, the ukase that McKeesport must be de- 
stroyed, for that was the effect of the order to dismantle the mill and begin* the 
work within a short twenty-four-hours. 
• 
, 
Thus in a flash, a prosperous'community is reduced to penury. Thousands 


of men who were buying their little homes'see them swept away by the stroke 
of a pen. Thriving merchants, of yesterday because of the honest expression 
of their opinions see bankruptcy staring themselves In the face In the twinkling 
of an eye. Real estate owners see'thelr'properties vanish to the financial zero 
point. Professional men see the practice they.have 'so laboriously built up 
disappear. Churches will have to close their doors. Flood or fire could not have 
created more devastation in a week than' the flat of a trust has wrought out 
in McKeesport In ten seconds. Against George the Third It was one of the 
counts In the Indictment, justifying the revolt pf the thirteen colonies, that after 
the tea episode he had planned the destruction of the port of Boston by forbidding 
ships to discharge there, Boston was not blotted out'.by the British monarch, 
but a Pennsylvania city, one hundred and,twenty-seven years later, Is made a 
desert In a night by.a tryst monarch that.derives every 'right and privilege 
he possesses from the old revolting colonies, now sovereign states, so-called, with 
tre people In supreme'command. Not only that; the menace has gone forth that, 
there will be not one but twenty McKeesports In'dlfferent sovereign states if their 
inhabitants venture.to express their honest opinions on Morgan and Morgan- 
Is™, on Schwab and Schwnblsm. This Is despotism of.the veryrjyost.form. The 
knlser of Germany holds no such sway over a community In his dominions, 
the czar of all the Russlas In the vast territories he-rules, or the Seventh Edward 
In the almost boundless empire that ackriowledges.tealty to him. ; 
The highest Interests ot the republic make it imperative that, a halt shall be 
called In all this Inhuman work qf Industrial destruction and', governmental de- 
generacy. Return there should be as speedily asipesslble to the'American Ideal 
of equal rights for all, equal rights for capital as well as for.la.bor, for neither 
side In the ever recurring battles that take placeribetweeh them Is all the time 
wholly right. The Hague conference was bottomed on the splendid Ideal that 
arbitration must precede war. Although It has riot accomplished anything thus 
far, and has failed to stop the shedding of bloodlto subserve the ambitions of 
monarchs and of the politicians that find It thelr^lnterest to support them, it Is 
not without hope. It Is good seed well sown,: aridiawlll yet bear fruit. The flaw 
in its organization is that It has no power;,to enforce whatever;it may decree. 
The Internal industrial wars which the republic: Has to meet are all for more 
grave than would be any foreign war we,mayroe called upon to face. We 
conquered Spain In ninety days, and captured "Bjl her colonies In two oceans 
without producing sorrow or suffering in any home except those into which the 
death messenger of canonized heroes entered.. The-Industrial war, on the other 
hand means starvation of men and woriieri arid'little children In tens of thou- 
sands of 1-omes. Ifmeans the most intense, suffering to which American citizens 
can be subjected. If this Internecine Industrial throat cutting is allowed to go on 
almost every month'In the year and through all the years that man has to toll, 
our boasted civilization Is a failure, and our.government In Its.practlcal operation 
the reverse of what It was intended to be., No American will admit that. If a 
remedy 1s not at hand, It must DP found. If the states are powerless to control 
the contending industrial forces within them; as they apparently and almost con- 
fessedly are, then recourse must be had to tl«e federal government. Possibly 
the Constitution does not give It the power. Then the Constitution should be 
amended A national court of arbitration with compulsory powers to summon be- 
fore It millionaire trust potentates and labor leaders should be instituted. Let 
it hear what each side hatto say, then give'Its decision and put behind it the full 
power of the government to enforce its mandate. Then we shall have peace 
anil prosperity.

The Italian Statesman prlspl. 


(Springfield Republican.) 


Francesco Crlspl, the most eminent 


Italian statesman since the death of 
Cavour, has died in his 82d year, after 
an illnesa of not long duration. His 
power in the affairs of the kingdom 
only ceased about 
three years ago, 
having been exercised for good and 
evil for nearlya quarter of a century of 
office, and drawing its origin from the 
days when, a young Sicilian lawyer 
practicing In Palermo, he Implicated 
himself In the revolutionary movement 
of'1*848 against King ''Bomba," and 
was forced to flee to England and earn 
his living for a time in teaching Italian, 
Latin, Greek and'French. He had been 
ambitious of being what he was some- 
times called, the Bismarck of • Italy, 
but he neither posessed the might of 
the Prussian nor had* the same sort of 
stuff to deal with in the Italian people, 
To him much was due In the organiza- 
tion of the kingdom;. he It was wft'o en- 
gineered for Italy the triple alliance; 
but it was lie who. more than all others 
was responsible for the luckless venture 
into a colonial policy, which .resulted 
In Italy's humiliation in Abyssinia;-and 
fni worse, hp was the leading spirit of 
that era of corruption which burled his 
latest administration In great flnau- 
.clal scandals,,the climax of a wholesale 
debauchery of the political life of the 
kingdom going through years. It Is 
true that Crispl maintained- a great 
hold on the people of Italy, such as 
Matthew Quay, a man :resembllng'him' 
in many peisonal and public traits,' 
has had over the Pennsylvanlans, and, 
like Quay, the demoralizing influence 
extended to the very legislature and 
executive of the nation But as he was 
a much larger and grander figure than. 
Quay, it .might be better to suggest 
James G. Blaine as a fitter paialleV.On 
the j whole, his best work was 
when, a restless coneplyfttoi, he 
moved ^from Naples to London and; b.acj 


In inciting, preparing and carrying on 
armed revolution for united Italy. 
.Francesco Crlspl was born October 4, 
1819, at Rlbera In Sicily, a town near 
Palmero, of a family of Greek descent, 
notwithstanding the Latin name, 
In 


which some have fancifully endeavored 
to1 trace a connection to the Roman his- 
torian, Salust (C. Sallustius Crispus) ; 
and others have given him as ancestor 
a Crlspi who: was prince of Samoa 600 
years ago. All such speculations were 
scorned by the Italian, who declared 
that 'he was one of the people, needing 
no other warrant. He was educated at 
the Greek seminary at Palermo, and at 
th'e; university of that city; became a 
lawyer, and an able one, and for an 
avocation a journalist. In 1840 he anc 
other young ;men founded at Palermo 
L'Eplstolate, which was a medium of 
revolutionary sentiment, and he took 
so active a part in that revolution of 
the Two Sicilies which forced the Bour- 
bons to flee from Naples in 1848, that 
he-had to take refuge in England. He 
figured prominently In the overturn in 
Palermo, was secretary-general of war 
arjd for t\yq years was the central splrli 
In that outbreak, when the Neapolitan 
garrison was expelled, the constitution 
offered by Ferdinand II -refused, and 
the crown of Sicily offered to a son o: 
the king of Sardinia. The revolution 
was quelled by the Swiss mercenaries 
of the Bourbon king, and Crlspl, with 
others, was a fugitive' He was one of 
.43' conspirators excluded from amnesty 
by Bomba'B re-established government 
[Jri.lSSU,: after/the peace, of Vllla-frarica 
he wag again busy stirring Ms native 
Island to revolution, and while Garl. 
.baldl led th,e armed rebels, he organiz- 
ed ^administration and 'had -this grea 
Blmre in the conquest which opened thi 
way for ithe annexation of the two Sic 
,illes to the Italian kingdom. 
, Victor Emanuel on his throne, united 
Italy decreed, a momentous caree 
opened for 
Crlspl. He was electee 
,deputy of .Palermo In the Italian par 
.llament, and here his qualities mad. 
him at .puce the leader of the republl 
•fmn, opposition demanding admlnlBtra 
Ityon and financial reform, and the lib 
oration -of .the people frqm.the qld law] 
twhjch ,WCTe.Tstlll in operation. 'J 
s * 
. 
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mfc accepted,Victor^Emmanuel'* ovfcr- 
.ures, Mazzlnl pointed to his Justlflca- 
lon. * But Crlspl averted that his prin- 
ciples were higher than the dreams of 
his old teacher, that he was a practical 
statesman, only concerned for tho free- 
dom and greatness of Italy; arid he pro- 
ceeded on a course of continual Expan- 
sion and enlargement, always prdfess- 
ng himself a. follower of Cay pur, and 
jointing to that statesman's shrewd 
nove in making Italy a partner with 
Dngland and France ,in .the Crimean 
Var -as his example in thrusting: the 
nation forward as a power omqhg the 
powers. 
With his immetts* activity 
arid unsparing ugliness he framed and 
ed the opposition against all moderate 
administrations; he drew Italy away 
trom France and was the -chief factor 
n forming the triple .alliance .with Ger- 
ma'ny and Austria after: the Franco- 
German wa'r. In 1876 he-was president 
of the chamber of deputies; the next 
ear he Sad Joined the'cabinet of De- 
retls, whom he had been violently op- 
posing, and became secretary of the 
nterior. It Is an Interesting Incident 
hat shortly after his assumption - of 
his post, he took occasion in the cham- 
ber to assure the deputies and the coun- 
ry that his excitable temper was not 
a menace of .trouble, In a famous com- 
parison between himself and Mt. Etna, 
or while his internal ardor might con- 
dme him, like the subterranean fires 
jf the Volcano, his intellect lay always 
old and clear above the tumult, like 
he snow lying undisturbed upon the 
volcano's summit. He did hot carry 
he comparison too far. While he,was 
president of the chamber Crlapl made 
a tour, of Europe and made the personal 
acquaintance of Bismarck, Andrassy, 
Gambetta and Lord Derby, and also of 
Disraeli, who once said: "What If the 
olcano should forget, and the snow be 
urned into lava?" 
Scandal in his private life^-of a very 
erlous sort, threatened his usefulness, 
and he resigned office, but he could 
:ot be spared, and his retirement from 
political life was .brief. In 1882 he alone 
morig Italian politicians insisted on co- 
peratlon with England In Egypt; and 
n 1886 he again entered the cabinet of 
Jepretls, his old antagonist, and reaped 
Is reward In the succession as premier, 
>y his use of all the political machinery 
vhich he had decried as immoral. His 
vhole .devotion as prime minister was 
given to his duties of the enlargement 


f Italy's Importance, and tO'him ••was 
ue,.more than to any other Influence, 
he entrance of Italy _upon the policy 
which received so severe a setback at 
he hands of Menellk of Abyssinia, 
lis little piece of chicanery, In Insert-' 
ng in the treaty with Abyssinia 
vprds which were interpreted to. mean 
hat the king "agreed to use" the.Ital- 
an kingdom as a medium of communi- 
atlon' with the powers, recoiled upon 
timself. In 1890'he was at the summit 
f his power. President of the privy 
ouncll, minister of the Interior, min- 
ster of foreign affaire,—the kingdom 
vas In his hands. At that time It .was 
aid of him by experienced observers: 
That Crlspi Is the man of the day and 
f the time in Italy Is beyond doubt. 
Fearless,'rapid, perfectly upright in all 
'Ubllc financial matters, a man of the 
vorld and of society, he is the only 
talesman now to be found to fill his 
lost difficult and thorny post." For 
taly was then in the midst of Its deep- 
st financial and military misfortunes. 
But there rapidly swept on to the 
moment of exposure a wave of gross 
orruptlon which was to swamp Fran- 
escp Crlspl beyond redemption. The 
Umax of many rumors and of many 
candals came when all at once the 
iank of Naples, the bank of Sicily, the 
tank of Rome, and other financial In- 
titutions of the principal rank went 
lown In hopeless Insolvency. In* each 
ase the ruin was proved to have re- 
ultcd from the extortions of the poll- 
Iclans and officials, and nearly all;of 
his evil work of blackmail and plun- 
der was done under Crispl's admlrils- 
rattoit,L and a-large part of it in such 
wise'.that he could, not be relieved of 
he burden of profiting by It.. fie hlm- 
ielf asserted that he had used money 
'rom^these banks for-the secret ser- 
rlce'furid'of the kingdom, and for elec- 
loii" expenses and the subsidizing ot 
newspapers. 
His countrymen were 
eady to accept his statements, and so" 
great was the glamour of the strong 
man's name that even these'disgraceful 
acts might have been condoned were 
t not that Investigation traced millions 
if lire to the private banking account 
if "Dona Lina," Crispl's wife, who was 
reated by the magistrates In no gentle 
manner when she was on the witness 
itand before them. Thus ended the 
career of Francesco Crlspl In .1898. 


And the event recalls the worst blem- 
shes on Crispl's character, for while 
:he career: of the' politician who is-at 
.he same time a patriot excuses much, 
nothing excuses his treachery to the 
wife of his youth. Many stories have 
>ecn told about his marriages, but the 
truth seems to be that a boy. and girl 
marriage, before Crlspl became any- 
thing more than an attorney; was dis- 
solved by the death of the young wife; 
:hat he married a "daughter of the reg- 
ment" who shared with Anita Garl- 
jaldl the honors of heroine of the Slc- 
llan and Roman campaigns for free- 
dom ; and that this Roslna was indiffer- 
ently disowned by him .when he met 
:he noted Dona Lina. If this be. so, 
:hen surely fate has Its revenges in his 
loss of place and fame through a wo- 
nan who once charmed Rome, arid 
has long been most out of favor with 
all the people. They had one daugh- 
ter, Peppina Llnguaglossa Crlspl, who 
is one of the brightest and most beau- 
tiful of women, It is said.

Agulnaldo's Life in Palanan. 


Palanan is a little village, of houses 
built of bamboo and thatched with 
nlpa, situated on the banks of the river 
Which bears .the same name,- and soyne 
six miles distant 
from the seashore, 
says Emil Agulnaldo in Everybody's 
Magazine. It is in one of the most iso- 
lated places in the province of Isabelu, 
in northern Luzon. There are no ways 
of communication with the outside 
world except through trails or foot- 
paths 'that, lead over the mountains to 
the west, to Ilagan, or south to Casl- 
guran, and its peaceful population of 
some 1,200 souls, has heard very little 
of the tide' of war which for four years 
has desolated our country. Neverthe- 
less when I first went there with my 
companions and our little band of fol- 
lowers, •in the month of September, 1000 
I was received with enthusiasm by 
these simple, hospitable people, and ev- 
erything that they had was placed at 
my disposal. I was accompanied by 
Dr. Santiago Barcelona and Colonel Si- 
mon, Villa, my chlef-of-staff. "We had 
Borne 17 soldiers, who had followed lis 
in all our wanderings over the 'moun- 
tains and through the forests ot north- 
ern Luzon..' Barracks were furnished 
for these soldiers, and a house was se 
apart for the residence of myself aric 
my companions. 
We lived here quietly for scvera 
weeks, enjoying, the few diversions In 
the way of amusement that the village 
could offer. There was a fairly capa- 
ble band of music, and oh .Saturday 
and Sunday afternoons, it was accus- 
tomed to give cpncerts in the plaza in 
front of my house, followed sometimes 
by a dance in the parish house, next to 
the church, for the young people of the 
village.

They like-to see or 
tear everything unusual", or extreme 
and 'are especially curious and fair in 
udgment :when dealing with: ideas and 
irlnciples contrary to their own. In 
he occasional openings which they 
have given Tillman they are taklng.the 
measure of a very exceptional national 
reak. Tillman is a curiosity, even to 
he negroes:of tnls country. The more 
he talks in the north the more Tils re- 
markably ugly nature will be under- 
load, the less he will Ue respected and 
he better it will be for the negro's 
cause. 
The justification of lynching Is the 
notification'.'of- murder.: : Individual 
irejudlces or popular sentiment can 
lave nothing to do with the settletnerit 
ot such a question. It Is a principle tor 
egal scientists and sociologists. It .is 
already decided. Lynching cannot be 
ustlfled. Mentar'curlositles: can rave 
>ver the awful provocations for lynch- 
ngs, but it Is Impossible to suspend the 
aw of a country for any Individual clr- 
umstance.

But Tlllman's attack upon Washlng- 
on Is his maddest caper. It is senaa- 
lonal but-foolish. , The narrowness of 
t 'will disgust good people north and 
outh. Washington, as a mart,. Is ten 
Imes greater than Tlllman. Washlng- 
on's work is for: harmony, for. eleva- 
lon and for good; Tlllman's is for dls- 
uptlon arid destruction and for evil, 
t is gratifying to-note the comment of 
he northern press on his wild utter- 
ances. He is almost universally and 
unmercifully condemned. There are 
leople, however, who applaud Tlllman. 
There are sympathizers with every kind 
of crime and criminal. There are peo- 
ple who hate the negro so milch that 
hey are willing to adopt any measure 
or'hlo social or physical destruction. 
Sometimes they arc situated so ..that 
hey can work great Injury. The Injus-

A lot' 
of Its friends, among them Jim Fdrd, 
Jake Downing, Ed Berthoud and 'Lisa 
Grant, didn't like it, and joined' Its 
editor In a scrapping match to convince 
them that they were getting off left Ij 
front. It took more-than three years (i 
convince them of'their error and com? 
pel'them'to renew their subscriptions. 
After helping old man^Byera out on hla 
News for a year we started the Tran- 
script. This was Nov. 24. 1868. It has 
been run after a fashion of his own 
ever since by the present editor. Thirty. 
.five'years 'Is not such a terribly long 
while, oven In a newxxmntry, but It Is a 
whole lot longer than any of the rest of

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Present Political Conditions in Colorado 
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OUR BEQUEST that I contribute to the Gazette an article on the pollt- 
Ical situation' 111 Colorado was the flrst Intimation I had -that such a 
thing as a political situation could exist In this state. 


It has taken- flve years for Colorado to, get over the flrst stages of 


political fever of 1896. The state Is In the reactionary period of unrest and un- 
tertalnty which usually follows a season of frenzy. The Republican party, 
dated by Its success JniBenvef, and 'confidently hopeful of the future, has again 
fallen Into that .baneful -rut of personal politics. With that organization, a 
vigorous attempt ;la; bpfhg»niade to have eligibility to favor determined by the 
relations exlstlng^be.tween a candidate ana 'Messrs. Stevenson and Wolcott. 
They are trying to bring about such a condition that no Republican who Is 
not acceptable to b6th^of those gentlemen can even aspire to party recognition, 
much less obtain It. The Democrats are In a plight equally bad. Their party 
IB suffering from too much statesmanship of the wrong kind. It Is afflicted 
with editorial rheumatism 'that has become malignant. Its scribes are either 
engaged In denouncing 'one another, or apologizing for the shortcomings of their 
friends. They,seem, to agree 6n but one proposition, namely, that the destinies 
of the Democratic party, must be entrusted to alleged Democratic newspapers. 
A political situation 'produced by these conditions offers but little encourage- 
ment to the voters of either party. 


The Republlcaii heir-apparent, Mr. Archie M. Stevenson, whd has succeeded 


to the office bf party .'dictator,' was for years the second In command of the 
Silver Republican party .when that organization was the dominant' political 
factor In the state.- ;He ailed all: its offices, home secretary, chancellor of the 
exchequer and a'mbassador extraordinary to the corporations. He was responsi- 
ble for the election of two Democratic governors, Alva Adams and Charles S. 
Thomas. It-may even be said that his peculiar kind of organizing abilities In 
ISM came desperately near annihilating the Republican party. That year after 
having bolted the St.. Louis convention, he obtained a. proxy In the Republican 
state committee and- used money to get that committee to repudiate McKinley 
and t» take Brya'n/as Its candidate. Had he carried out his program, the Re- 
publican State Central committee would have repudiated the national Republi- 
cs ticket and. Indorsed Bryan for president. It required the unremitting efforts 
of General Hamll) 'and .Senator Teller to prevent the success of that plan. 'Later, 
on. In Kansas'Glty In: July, 1900, Mr. Stevenson- became a member of the com- 
mittee on resolutions . at the Silver Republican National convention and joined 
In a declaration ^denouncing the Republican national administration. On his 
return to Denver; he .suddenly, severed . his relations with Senator Teller, and, in 
recognition ' of that service, was Immediately, appointed president of, Wolcott's 
privy council. Something had caused a great change to come over the spirit of 
his dreams. The conspicuous part he played in the subsequent campaign does 
nrt require comment,' but' It Instantly' suggests the question: Can the Repub- 
lican party survive such leadership? Those of us who do not belong, to that 
party can stand it, If you who are Republicans can.

In order to succeed In 
thln'^state, a party should deserve success, and no party can deserve success 
that Ignores the public weal In order to gratify corporate greed; If I am correctly 
Informed, no sooner had the Republican party succeeded In Its late city cnm- 
p»lgn';lri Denver, than the corporations sued for peace with Its leaders and ar- 
ranged w)th them a satisfactory accommodation. The terms of that accommo- 
datlon.must have included a cash outlay In return for favors to be received. 
All parties look alike to the corporations. Thoy contribute slush funds to both 
rarties and, through both parties, plunder the people. In Arapahoe county, the 
leaders of the Republican party are known to be the pensioners of the corpora- 
tions; while a Democratic legal opinion Is always forthcoming whenever the cor- 
pora't'lons call for It. Whatever might be said of Senator Patterson, It Is to his 
lasting credit that he has steadfastly refused to become the slave and tool of 
the local corporations and to this fact more than all othors Is due his election 
to the' senate of the United Stnt".=. 


•If Patterson had been able to keep the Democratic party away from the 


blandishments of the corporations and to preserve a semblance oC party har- 
mony In Its ranks, he would have made Colorado a Democratic state, but 
•hares of stock In the Denver Gas company and other avenues of personal emol- 
ument were temptations too strong to be resisted by the weaker brethren. As 
a result the Democratic party was for a time the champion of one. set of cor- 
porations, while the Republican party Is equally susceptible to them all. So 
that whichever party won, the people lost. 


Another element of weakness to the Democracy was its offensive catering

•erected a statue to Pike in this city and those who are living In the region he 
{traversed -ninety-five years ago. • 


The talented and fascinating Aaron Burr, in his scheme df Trans-mlsslsslp- 


jilan cpnque'st and empire, wove a web of large proportlons_and exceedingly 
fine texture. In it, were entangled men and women of the highest as well as'the-' 
fiowest walks of life. Among the number was Brigadier General James Wilkin-

To the success of hfs plans no man was mor,e -necessary, than Wilkinson, 


who controlled-the military.forces th the region -where..the «lgantio .conspiracy 
was assuming shape.' That Wilkinson knew all Burr's-plans, there;,ts no doubt. 
That"e wasi a -zealous party to them there Is overwhelming, circumstantial 
evidence to prove. Burr contemplated entering Spanish territory by force of 
rms He probably had good reason to believe Wilkinson would precipitate the 
xpected war with! Spain and give him the excuse he wanted to Invade Texas 
and even march on. to the Spanish capital of Mexico City Itself. Wilkinson s 
character-was not aboVe reproach. There was, evidence that he was a United 
States army officer'and pensioner of the King of Spain at one and the same 
time He had been mixed up with the famous "Conway Cabal" against George 


During the summer of ISOe the relations between Spain and the United 
States were so strained that it seemed a bird flying across the Imaginary line/ 
between^ sVrfthe, two nations would bring on the conflict. "On the Fourth 
of July 1806." according to Parton, "there were not a thousand persons In the 
United States who did not think war with Spain inevitable, Impending begun." 
It was In the height of this excitement and when Burr's plans were culminating 
with evw indication of success that Wilkinson sent an expedition into the 
recently MdedneVritory of Louisiana under orders, wh oh, to say the least, 
appear to have had some connection with the great conspiracy.

This strictly military expedition was under the command of Zebulon Mont- 
aery Pike a flrst lieutenant In the regular United States army. Although 
hut twenty *seven years of age. Pike had'already earned a, reputation as an 
«£lore? by^ his journey to the headwaters of the Mississippi river, made the 
year previous binder orders of General Wilkinson. He was a man .of tre- 
tn"dous ambltton: Furthermore, he had most of the qualities that insure a

band .with a thoroughness that made him constantly master 
of himself 
and every situation In which he was placed. His father, who had been a 
captain in the Revolutionary war, was a regular army officer during Pike's 
youth, and the boy's education was dependent upon such slender chances for 
learning as existed In frontier military posts. A comilidn school education was 
Its extent. At fifteen years of age he became a cadet in his father's company, at 
twenty an ensign and at twenty-one a first lieutenant.. 
Zebulon M. Pike's relation with General Wilkinson was that of a protege 
Although Burr accused the latter of originating the conspiracy, credit has not 
usually been given Wilkinson of being deep and discerning. It Is certain, 
however/that for the purposes of the two expeditions which Wilkinson orig- 
inated and directed, no officer ofj,the United States army could have been more 
fitly chosen than the young lieutenant of the First Infantry. 
Pike's first qualification was An Iron physique, able to endure all the Hard- 
ships of hunger, cold and fatigue.--His second, tha^ardinal virtue of a soldier, 
implicit • obedience.

His discipline; which 
might at times -have been too seyere, was necessary for.'the leader erf a body 
cf men-far from civilization and In'unknown wilds. • Hls-ftrmness does not seem 
to have prevented all the kindness and consideration to his, men that circum- 
stances allowed. • He possessed an Invincible will and It does not appear was 
easily discouraged. He was broad-minded, sociable, shrewd and diplomatic; he 
understood the Indian nature, was fearless, observant and accurate. Somewhere 
!he-'had-managed to pick up a practical knowledge 'of*, science; but, unlike 
most-explorers, took no interest In botany or zoology. 'He spoke French with 
some degree of efficiency, but, strange to say, w.as Ighofant of the Spanish, 
tongue. Indeed, he tells us that when this trip was begun "Americans" and 
"friends" were almost the only words he knew of the last named language. 


• • ' • It must be remembered that Pike had all'the'advantage of one who tells 
his • own- -story. Hla report to the government was made shortly after his 
return to • civilization, • but his book was not published until three years 
thereafter,- in 1810. His manuscript was Inspected by President Jefferson, ,who 
commended his services to congress. Jefferson had been so much-itMtlctsed 
for hte purchase of Louisiana that self defense would have forced'him to 
praise-Pike's expedition, even though it had not deserved it. The President 
was also morally bound to protect General Wilkinson. It Is altogether, probable 
that-the latter had an-editing hand in Pike's book. • •

Pike's • statements concerning the geographical nature of the region he 
traversed have, in course of time, been either confirmed or disproved; but as to 
events which happened during the expedition, there Is only his own account 
to depend upon, except regarding the earlier part of the trip, the poor narration 
of Lieutenant Wilkinson, who was not only his subordinate, but seems to have 
been a son of the general under whose Immediate orders Pike was acting. 
•Humboldt showed that the >young explorer was a plagiarist and nald further 
that "The numerous statistical data-which Mr. Pike collected In a country of 
the language of which he was Ignorant, are for the greater part very Inaccur- 
ate " Nevertheless, the account of the young adventurer was the most reliable 
•to be had of lower Louisiana for almost a half century after it was flrst 
"U The^l'fe of Zebulon M. Pike was one of those meteorlo careers that are at 
once amazing and Inspiring. Even In his own profession of arms, where fame 
weaves.garlands for the youth quite as often as for old age, few men have 
died In their'thirties; covered with more honor. His Intimacy with Wilkinson at 
the time that bombastic general was hand in hand with Aaron Burr tinges 
his reputation with a suspicion, that even the glory of his soldier's death can 
not remove. It Is almost too much to believe that Pike was Ignorant of 
Wilkinson's ulterior designs in sending him to thrRocky mountain region. At 
the same time the duty of a soldier admitted of no questioning, and-he might 
hale Sne as soldiers usually go; not because they would, but because they 
mU Pike wrote two maxims for his son. The flrst was, "Preserve your honor 


.fvcfl'-from blemish;" the second, "Be always ready to dlo for your country." 
It, Is hard to look upon such a man as a traitor. It must be remembered, 
however, that even Andrew Jackson was caught In tho outer meshes of, 
.Burr's- conspiracy, and that Henry Clay championed the cx-vlce president 
when the latter was arrested the flrst time. With a well defined sentiment In 
favor,of secession throughout the entire Mississippi valley, with men of prom- 
inence implicated in the plot, with his own military chief and intimate friend 
possessing, at least, a guilty knowledge of the affair, It is a wonder the young, 
ambitious officer was not drawn Into tho brlllant scheme of .romantic promise. 
. , Wilkinson gave the young man Instructions In the form of letters. Pike was 
flrst to escort safely to their homes fifty-one Indians of the Osago and Pawnee 
tribes.. Some of. these savages'had been In captivity, others upon a. friendly 
visit to the national capital. The general termed this tho primary object of the 
expedition. . When 
It 
was 
effected, 
Pike's 
written 
orders 
re- 
'quired him to visit Indians living still farther away and near the Rocky moun- 
tains. .First he was to try and bring about peace between the Kansas and 
Osage nations, utter which he was to "effect an Interview ,and establish a good 
/understanding'.' with the Comanchea, then allies of the Spaniards, and, as ever, 
one of the most.formidable of.all the American Indian nations, 


• Thus, ostensibly, Zebulon M. Pike was sent upon an ordinary mission to 
smoke'the peace pipe with Indians occupying territory recently ceded to the 
United States, and do a little harmless exploring. But every evidence tends 
ioshov that Wilkinson also, gave secret Instructions which stopped short of 
lie-thing less than premeditated invasion of Spanish ground. It takes no extra- 
ordinary Imagination to believe that the general anticipated the capture of Pike 
and his men. One could even venture a guess that Pike was told to encounter 
Spaniards It he had to go deliberately-to Santa Fe, the provincial capital, to 
do It. The written Instructions,, however, stated: "As your Interview with the 
Cornanches will probably lead you to the head branches of the Arkansas and 
Red rivers, yqu may find yourself approximated to the settlements of New 
Mexico. There It will be necessary you should move with great circumspection 
to, keep clear of any hunting or reconnolterlng parties, from that province, and 
to prevent alarm or offense;-because the affairs of Spain and the.United Statet 
appear to be on the point of amicable adjustment, and-moreover, It Is the desire 
of the president to cultivate the friendship ani harmonious Intercourse of all 
.the nations of the earth, particularly our near neighbors, the Spaniards." 
',. 
The Spanish government was fully aware of the plan of this expedition. 
Pike and'his party had restored the Osages and Pawnees to their homes and 
reached the headquarters of the last named tribe on the Republican river In 
what Is now Nebraska, when he learned of an expedition of some three or four 
hundred Spanish cavalrymen who had visited the same place a short time be- 
fore. It was evident this military expedition had been sent out to capture the 
Americans. Nevertheless, with a number of men equal to about a twentieth of 
the hostile force, Pike followed the path of the Spaniards, camping In the same 
places'where they had stopped, on up the Arkansas to the mountains until the 
trail.was lost. 
' 
On October 28, 1806, according to a prearranged plan, Pike's company was 
divided Lieutenant Wilkinson commanded a party that descended the Arkansas, 
wfille Bike, with fifteen others, proceeded on up that river, following Spanish 
tracks On Nov. 11 he crossed the present boundary line between Kansas and 
Colorado on the 16th caught the flrst view of the "Mexican-mountains," and 
on the 23rd; after a bloodless adventure with Indians, camped on the present 
slfe of Pueblo, Colorado. 
The following day Pike, with the physician of the party and two men, 
started out to climb the "Grand Peak," which seemed to him much nearer than 
It was He spent six days In this side trip and, after all, succeeded only In 
reaching the top of one of the lower eminences surrounding the main peak. 
Thus Pike never ascended the mountain which boars his name. He did not 
discover Pike's Fe'ak according to popular tradition. Like Americus Vespucius, 
he won Immortality by describing what someone else had discovered. 
From this time on for.three months the history of the expedition Is one of, 


eVtreme hardships. Pike claimed to be searching for the Red river, which hla 
orders required him'to descend. He explored the Arkansas almost to Its source, 
penetrated as far north as tho South Flatte, then struck across the Sangre da 
Crlsto range. At this perilous tlmo of sufferings from cold and starvation, 
deeds of genuine heroism were performed by every member of the .company. 
With a few men,.Pike succeeded in passing the mountains, leaving two on tha 
Arkansas and the remainder frozen and disabled In the almost Impassable snow. 
He then sent back two of this number as a relict party, while the others buUK 
a fort. He pretended to believe he was on the Red river, when as a matter at 
fact, ho Was on the R|o Grande del Norte and In tho Spanish possessions. Ha 
stands convicted by his own story, The Red river,was the boundary line be* 
tween the provlces of Louisiana and New Mexico. He built his fort, after cross* 
Ing the main stream, upon a branch called the Rio Conejos. Even if he be* 
lieved .the Grande was the Red river, ho well knew, as pointed out by Gov. Alva, 
Adams, that'*Wf crossing it he was In the dominion of "Ills Catholic Majesty," 
whore he had BO right to be. 
Now. follon* one of the mysterious movements. The physician of the party 
was named Robinson. He accompanied the expedition as a civilian. He loft 
Pike and his men when they reached tho Rio Grande and started out alone for 
the Spanish settlements, which ho reached In due time. This was contemplated 
In Wilkinson's7written Instructions, as Robinson was said to have private btisV 
ness In New Mexico, which was given as his reason for making the journey. 
Pike acknowledges that Robinson was sent to Santa Fe as nothing more >•£] 
less than a spy. 
Sixteen days after the doctor's departure, Pike was visited by a Spanish! 
dragoon and civilized Indian, whom, during their sojourn of a day, ho treated 
civilly. Ten days later about a hundred men came upon him, by whom, ha 
says, -he was flrst told he was not on tho Red river, but the Rio Grande del 
Norte. He was taken to Santa Fe nominally as a visitor, in reality a prisoner. 
From there he was taken as far as Chihuahua, Old Mexico, and finally es* 
carted through Texas to the United States boundaries, all his men eventually) 
undergoing the same experience. Pike's journey consumed a little less than tt 
year's time. 
Whatever may have been the real design of the expedition, only the objects 
for which -It was ostensibly undertaken were accomplished. The first letters 
which Fike received from home, while yet a prisoner In Mexico, told of ths 
downfall-of Burr and the failure of his plot. General Wilkinson, after sailing 
In the current of the conspiracy to- the very crisis, had suddenly become either, 
weary or alarmed and disclosed the whole affair to President Jefferson. 
Qrt 
the very day that Pike stood upon the summit of the mountain, where he be- 
held the magnlflcenCe of the surrounding scene, the "Grand Peak" towering 
above him flve thousand feet still higher, the chief executive Issued his startling 
proclamation which paralyzed all of Burr's carefully laid plans and made him 
t henceforth an outcast. 
The book of the New World is a romance. Few of its pages contain amj 
thing more fanciful than the tale of a mortified lawyer, soldlor, courtier ana 
statesman who dreamed a fantastic dream which lacked so little, of comlnt) 
true. A hundred years ago the residents of tha Mississippi valley were largeln 
In favor of a revolt from the union. Burr properly gauged the sentiment, bud 
failed to crystallize It. Pike, as a brigadier general, at the age of thirty-four, 
was killed leading the famous assault on York In the war of 1812. Wilkinson, 
after a tempestuous career defending himself at courts martial and from pop* 
ular contempt, died In 1825 at the City of Mexico, where ho had Just openls* 
entered .the service of Spain. Aaron Burr, at four score,' had outlived most oil 
bite friends as well as his enemies. The year ho died Texas threw oft tfta 
Spanish yoke. The aged man whose early life gavo promise of every earthty 
gloryi but who knew he must soon dlo and leavo his name In cternaV Infamy, 
,snw In the news from the battle of San Jaclnto a realization of what ho mlgHB 
have done. With all the fire and enthusiasm of his oarllcr yearn, he exclaimed, 
,"Theri, you see? I was right! I was only thirty years too soon! What wai 
treason In me thirty years ago Is patriotism now."

The lease was signed last August by 
the head chiefs of the Utes. 
It was ratified by act of congress, 
.through the able advocacy of'Senator 
Wolcott, who has-ever lent a ready ear. 
and; a.helping band to the requests of 
our association. The lease was con- 
firmed'by the sub-chiefs of the Utes at 
a council held on August 3,1901. 
"So we thanked God and took cour- 
We have entered upon a work of vast 
Importance and no little difficulty. The 
burden of It Is borne by less.than CO 
'women. It demands much more money 
than the average work undertaken by 
organizations of club women. We are 
on trial before the world, but we shall 
not fall! To me the Interest of the 
work and Us value to posterity are 
vastly greater than the preservation of 
the big trees of the California missions, 
of the Palisades, or the Indian mounds 
of' Michigan and Wisconsin—laudable 
as are these endeavors, to which we 
wish a "God speed!" 
I recently received a letter from one 
of the scientists engaged In preserv- 
ing the Indian mounds ot Michigan. 
There had been secured to him an ap- 
propriation of thousands of dollars 
from the Michigan legislature, and sal- 
aries for those who are In charge ot 
.the work.. And.he wrote to learn of 
tl»e methods by which we had succeed- 
ed, and said, he only hoped he would 
achieve what we had accomplished.

second thought, but told him what we 
had done, as best I could, and he has 
seemed much Interested; has written of 
our association to 'the standard publi- 
cation, -Science, and I have received 
valuable hints in return from bis la- 
bors. 
As a contrast to the fortunate man 
with the appropriations, let me tell you 
of one woman who is laboring all alone 
along a line somewhat similar to our 
own. This is Mrs. H. M. Peabody, of 
Washington, D. C., who might be 
spending the summers at her daugh- 
ter's luxurious-cottage at Newport, but 
who instead goes to the Navajo reser- 
vation at Bluff City, Utah, where she 
Is:the only white woman. 
She takes 
with her a trunk of honest wools and 
standard dyes, and her object Is to In- 
terest the Navajo women in keeping up 
the old standard of -fine weaving and 
careful coloring, instead of quickly put- 
ting.'together the barbaric and villain- 
ous abominations with.-which the mar- 
ket is flooded. 


Mrs. Peabody draws patterns for 
them in the good old designs, of the 
morning stars,; the lightning snake, the 
cloud symbols,' the terraced pyramid, 
and the repeated arrow 'point. 
She 
holds a midsummer fair for the Navajo 
women, at which she awards cash 
prizes out of her own pocket. I should 
like for you to Inspect this little- group 
of photographs of her fair and of her 
blankets. 


If one womaq has the courage to go 
out Into the wilderness alone a.nd with-' 
out an appropriation, to help "art for 
art's sake," what cannot this sister- 
hood of women accomplish? 
Regarding future works, I would sug- 
gest that .we shall endeavor to Interest 
the women of .the .Colorado D. A. R.

The above figures represent the increased valuation and the increased rev- 
enue of tho state, to be derived under the workings of tho new revenue law, 
if the total 4 mill levy is assessed. 


The state board of assessors -completed their w6rk this afternoon and ad- 
journed. The, valuation they placed on the corporate property of the state 
raises the total valuation of such property, over last year, $91,000,000. Erom 
thin must be deducted ths value of local corporate property, such as railroad 
depots, etc., which will leave the total valuation -J89,000,000 over last y^ar. 
To this last amount must be added the valuation of the intangible property, 
good will, etc., of foreign car companies doing business in-the state, such as 
refrigerator, fruit, stock, etc., which will mean a.het total valuation of $95,000,000 
of corporate property. The valuation of the latter companies will be. made 
by Secretary Gray and If he follows.:the instructions given him by the;state 
board of assessors, it will be increased over the; 1800. valuation from 26 to 200 
per cent. Under this year's valuation, .every corporation in the state is in- 
creased in value from one-halt to five times what it was last year,: The cor- 
porations 1'ave until September 2'toVgiye notice of an appeal to the state board 
oi equalization,, but It is generally: understood that such an appeal would be 
useless, as both boards are said to have had an understanding as.to the amount 
to be assessed. 


Statistics compiled by the board show' that the assessors increased the 
valuation of the local property $160,000,000. This, plus the Increase of the value 
of corporate property, makes a grand total of; J26S,000,000, which on the basis 
of a 4 mill levy, would Increase the annual revenue of the state $1,020,000. Under 
the workings of the.state board of equalization, the express companies doing 
business in the state were not assessed at'all, while this year the:assessors 
value their intangible property at $1,800,000. The corporations, with the ex- 
ception of a few small companies, refused to furnish data or information of 
any kind or nature Whatever to guide the1 board,of assessors In placing a value 
on their property; so the board completed their assessment from the best In- 
formation obtainable. In fixing the values, the board considered the value of 
tangible property owned by ,the corporations, such as rolling stock, improve- 
ments, tracks, etc.. and also the market value of bonds ana stocks, ana the 
value of special privileges ana franchises. 
There are a few counties yet to hear from which may Increase the-total 
valuation one or two million dollars,: and a committee was appointed to In- 
vestigate whether or not the following counties made their assessments high 
enough: Costllla, Conejos, Pueblo, Logan, Montrose, Fremont. If It Is shown 
that the assessors failed to do their duties their bondsmen will be held re- 
sponsible for the amount the counties are under-assessed.

If half the charges made against 


Count Tolstoi by the holy synod of Rus- 
sia be tru«, he has surely lost the sim- 
plicity of faith and the rock-bottom 
certainty of religious belief that were 
shown In his writings of a few years 
ago. 
The countess has written an In- 


dignant letter of protest to the synod 
against the decree excommunicating 
him from the orthodox church and for- 
bidding his burial 
in 
consecrated 


giound. 
The great Russian writer, now 72 
years of age and in poor health, bears 
the "boycott" of the church with calm- 
ness and tranquillity, of mind. 
He Is now at work on a new novel — 
tho story of the transformation of a 
beautiful butterfly of the world into a 
useful member of society, awakened to 
the lealization of the dignity, privilege 
and majesty of real living.'- The book, 
which promises to be a strong one, 
seems to illustrate Tolstoi's two seem- 
ingly paradoxlc Ideals— that every one 
should do everything possible for him- 
self and that every one should help his 
fellow man with his work, or even do 
it for him, unquestionably if need be. 


All of Tolstoi's manuscripts, when 
finished, are re-written by the countess 
or his daughters. This fresh copy is 
soon scored with corrections, sentences 
^ 
cut. out and new ones substituted, 


Interlineations seem to form as much 
matter as the original draft, the cor- 
rections hang over the margins and are 
often connected by long lines J*lth the 
phrases they amend. Ink of a (Blflere r£ 
color adds to the seeming chaos. Finally' 
a third copy is made, which Is then. 
"tried" on a few faithful friends. Then, 
when it returns from the printer, Tol- 
stoi begins to revise his proof as if it 
were original copy. After h% 'wrote1 
"The Powers of Darkness" he read It 
to his tenants, and :the poor ,peasants 
laughed 
uproariously — but ' unfortu- 


nately at the most .pathetic passages.—

Mosquitoes and Yellow Fever. 


An experimental sanitary/station was 


established :in the open,! a mile from 
Quemados. Two' houses were built, 
tightly constructed, .with windows and 
doors protected by wire screens. 
In one of these bouses, soiled sheets, 


pillow-case and blankets were used as 
bedding, and this'bedding was brought 
straight from the bods of patients sick 
with yellow fever at Havana. : For 63 
days these beds were occupied by mem- 
bers of the hospital corps for periods 
varying from 20 to 21 days. At the end 
of this occupation tho men, who were 
all non-imraunes, were taken; to quar» 
anllne for flve days and then released. 
Not one of them was taken ill. 
All 
were released in excellent health. This 
experiment is of the greatest Impor- 
tance, as showing that the disease is 
not conveyed by fpmjtes, an£ hence the 
disinfection of . clothing, bedding 'or 
merchandise supposed to have been, 
contaminated by contact with yellow 
fever patients is no longer necessity,' 
and tho extremes to which this disin- 
fection work has been carried in cases 
of yellow-fever epidemics In our south- 
ern states have been perfectly useless., 
In the other house, which was known 
as the "Infected mosquito building, 
were no articles which had not been 
carefully disinfected. 
The house con- 
tained two rqoms. and non-immune,!! 
were placed In both rooms, 
In one 
room, separated from i£he~ other by 
wire-screen .partitions only, mosquitoes 
which had bitten yellow-fever patients 
were admitted. In the, other room.tlie* 
were excluded. In the Jattor room the 
men remained in perfeetih'ealthi In tho, 
mosquito room 60 per; cent df the W- 1 
sons bitten by Wected jno^q^Jtges flat 
had, ^be<>n. kept,!

Dallas, Texas, Aug. 20.—A dispatch 


received here tonight from Whltevoro. 
Texas, says 
the negro, Alf. Wilder, 


charged with the murder of Mrs. Cald- 
well, the wife of a Grayson county 
farmer, at her home on Saturday last, 
was captured by a mob and burned at 
Nelson's ranch, two and a half miles 
east of Red ranch. 


The burning occurred early tonight. 
The mob was composed of 300 men. The 
negro was taken to a tree and swung 
up-in the air, wood and fodder were 
piled beneath his body and a hot flre 
made. Then It was suggested that the 
man ought not to die too quickly and 
he was let down to the ground while 
a party went to Dsxter, about two miles 
distant to procure coaloii; This was 
thrown bn the flames and the wprk 
completed. Wilder was captured near 
Dexter. 
He had been seen the day 


before by a nesrro who knew him aria 
who had Informed the citizens. A posse 
was at once organized arid the work 
of beating the Red river bottoms began. 
It Is said that it was the intention 
of. the mob to take Wilder -back t<5 
the scene of his crime, and there lynch 
ilm, but messages by telephone and 
telegraph gave warning that the au- 
thorities were hastily repairing to the 
scene with a considerable force and the 
work of execution was expedited.

prayerful and religious tendencies. Its 
mystic charms; they grew In the natural 
order, foimlng, each one, a link In the 
chain of national' development, each the 
Inheritor of the wisdom, the culture, and 
refinement of those-prcccdlng, ;each draw- 
Ing from the store house of tho past: 
and thus has been developed, not In One 
generation, but by slow degrees, through 
nearly twenty centuries, the Irish mind 
and the Irish language. The Irish mind 
'was, even In pagan times, essentially 
religious, chaste, -and Idealistic, docile, du- 
tiful to parents, passionately loyal wheth- 
er to early chief or heavenly king, self- 
sacrificing and unselfish—R fitting soil on 
which to sow the seeds of Christianity, 
a soil which has brought real enduring 
fruit, not Its semblance, or the blossom, 
to decay on the appearance of the storm 
of self-interest or self-indulgence. That 
mind, with Its simplicity, its sincerity, 
and Its devotion to the cause of religion, 
has come down to us unstained, In a 
language which today, In the wilderness 
of irreliglon, moral depravity, selfishness, 
and mammon-worship, speaks only of the 
beauty of a simple life, relating tale after 
tale to exemplify the worth of self-sacri- 
fice, of chastity and purity. :Our lan- 
guage breathes of the time when men 
and nations were younger,! more beauti- 
ful, arid less materialized than they are 
today.—(From "The Gaelic Revival In 
Ireland," by Thomas O'Donnell, M. i-., 
In the American Monthly Review of Re- 
views for August.
